-Our Worst Diseases Curod by 
Foreigners. 


The writer of a singularly just and able 
appreciation of Pasteur in the now Quarter. 
ly has some very bitter remarks on the 


acant encouragement given in England to. 
the -écientific study of medicine, 
menting on the fact that jn 189, of 108 
foreigners ‘who attended ‘the’ Pasteur _In- 
stitute at Paris, 12 camefrom Great Bri- 
tain and 62 from British India, tho. writer, 
says :— It is little short of national disgtice 
that wo should still be” dependent on 
French aid to succour those amongst uk who 
ate unfortuoate enough to be bitten by a 
mad dog; but the nation which gave tho 
use of anzalhelics to the world, aud whieh 
first showed the value of antiseptics, is 
largely dependent to-day on foreign aid iv 
dealing with yreatoutbreaks of all corts of 
diseases within its border.” Tho German 
Koch and the Russian Hatlkine are-called 
in to cope vith the cholera in India; we fall 
back upon the Swiss Yersin, and the 
Japanuse Kitasato.to olucidate the true 
nature of Plague and to davies methods for 
combating ita ravages. When: rinderpest 
brenks out in South Africa. it ia sgain- 
to Koch that we tura. . .. If to balanco 
the list wo recall tho work of ‘our 
counttymau Major, Ross. on tho malarial 
parasite, itserves only to tomind us of the 
difficulties placed in the way of hig research 
by the officals of the service to which’ ho.
